II looks as though Chicago, re- 
garded as the hotbed of American 
isolationism, is soon going to have 
a new pronouncedly pro-British, in- 
terventionist morning newipapcr. 
Hitherto, and' at the moment, the 
virulently anti-British Col. Maclcor- 
maclc has enjoyed a morning mon- 
opoly o( Chicago newspaper circu- 
lation with his Chicago Tribune, a 
sheet specializing in hate— hate of 
the British, hate of Roosevelt and 
his administration, hate of all the 
American leaders who have seen 
and given expression to, the imme- 
diate need to provide Britain with 
all possible aid. 

Marshall Field, the multi-million- 
aire who has given the experimen- 
tal newspaper PM financial backing 
through thicit and thin (inOTe^prop- 
erly, through thin alone, since' PM 
is still losing money) has announced 
his intention of founding a morning 
newspaper, a liberal interventionist 
journal, of course, to compete with 
Col. Maclcormack's seething rag. 
Moreover, Field has said that he ex- 
pects the new popcr to be under 
way "before the snow flies." 

If Field's plans materialize, Chi- 
cago will probably witness a circu- 
lation war in the old, accepted 
style. For Mackormack and his 
clique of isolationists are not likely 
to take kindly to a newspaper voic- 
ing the opinions which Field is 
known to hold and hold deeply. 
This is all over and above the fact 
that Mackormack certainly doesn't 
relish the prospect of competition 
with the millions that Field is 
known to have at his command. 

Mackormack, his paper, and his 
gang fight with no holds barred. 
There may, therefore, soon be a 
Jolly picnic along the shores of Lake 
Michigan.

Texan Girl on 'Youth 
Odyssey' Visits M cGill 

Ruth Shirley Plans to 
Aid Post-War Europe

The founder of what might turn 
out to be the very heart of a great 
immediate post-war youth move- 
ment visited the Daily offices yes- 
terday. In an exclusive' interview, 
Miss Ruth Shirley, a' young Texan, 
gave the general outlines of a plan 
designed to give both material ifnd 
cultural aid' to post-war 'Europe. 

Miss Shirley Is a graduate of 
Texas University, where she re- 
ceived both her B.A. and M.A. de- 
grees. She then studied for two 
years at the Graduate Institute of 
International Studies at Geneva. 

It was during this period at 
Geneva, where she was acting as 
special correspondent for the New 
York "Herald Tribune" that she ob- 
served what was happening to the 
students and peoples of Wartorn 
Europe. Late In September of 
1B40, as she started to make her 
way home to the United States, she 
noted in passing through Unoccu- 
pied France, Spain and' Portugal 
the conditions in this section of 
Europe. Miss Shirley came back' to 
the United States on the Excallbur, 
whose passenger list contained the 
names of many great people flee- 
ing from under the hand of Hitler. 

On her return, she proceeded to 
give a series of lectures on what 
she saw in Europe and It was dur- 



ing these lectures that the idea of 
an "Amrclcan Youth Odyssey" be- 
ing the only solution for Europe's 
avoidance of the misery and star- 
vation that followed World War 1 
was evolved. 

The "Youth Odyssey" Miss Shir- 
ley believes, is the American 
youth's reply to the needs of 
Europe in the immediate post-war 
period. It will be a peacetime ex- 
pedition to help in laying the foun- 
dations for the re-birth of culture 
in Europe. Emissaries of the New 
World will not actually 'attempt to 
culturizc Europe, but will strive to 
get Europe back on its feet after 
the ravages of total war. 

Th operating unit of the. move- 
ment, it is planned, will be a fully 
equipped Dcntial, Medical or -En- 
gineering Trailers manned by peo- 
ple, experienced not only In their 
professional field but also in the 
type of moral reconstruction with 
which they will be faced. 

At present Miss Shirley is on her 
way back to New Ypfk|whèr«^c 
will speak In a roun<Ptabï?%scua- 
slon on Town Hall of the Air on 
Oct. 14, which will be followed by 
a N.B.C. broadcast over the Na- 
tional Hookup at some later date. 
On these programs Miss Shirley 
intends to go into more detail about 
her plan. 



Dr. Sigerist

Med Students 



Dr. Henry Ei Sigerist, an out- 
standing figure in the Medical 
world, will address McGill medical 
students next Tuesday, October 14. 
He is to stop here after having re- 
ceived an honorary LL.D. at 
Queen's University. 

Professor Sigerist will address a 
meeting Jointly sponsored by the 
McGill Medical Undergraduates' So- 
ciety and the McGill chapter of the 
Canadian Association of Medical 
Students and Internes (CAMSI). 
This meeting will be held In the 
Assembly Hall of the Medical 
Building at 5 o'clock. Professor J. 
C. Meakins, Dean of the Faculty of 
Medicine, will introduce the 
speaker. .- 

Professor Sigerist came to Johns 
Hopkins at the invitation of the 
late Dr. Welch to become the Direc- 
tor of the Institute of History of 
Medicine. He is a graduate In Medi- 
cine of the University of Zurich, 
Switzerland and is the author of 
many well known volumes in Eng- 
lish, as well as 'numerous works in 
French and German. His most re- 
cent publication was "Medicine and 
Human Welfare" which was given 
as the Perry Lecture at Yale Uni- 
versity in the spring of 1941. 

He will deal with some aspect of 
science In wartime.

War Comment 



CAN BRrrAIN INVADE THE CONTINENTT 
The British people have had very little to 
cheer about since the war began a little over 
two years ago. The Britishers have had to be 
satisfied, for the most phrt, with "glorious 
evacuations" and "brilliant rearguard actions." 
Ai is only natural for a people at war, they are 
anxious lor their forces to start gaining vic- 
tories on the battlefield, regardless of the coit 
A people at war is anything but patient and 
they haven't much use lor military plant which 
require a long period of time. 

Although the British people are convinced 
of the greatness of the cause they are fighting 
for, yet, for their sacrlfieei, they want to see 
immediate results in the form of victories. 
Many of them believe that the moment is at 
hand when they should begin celebrating. 

At the battle rages with undlminiahcd fury 
along tho two thoutand«milo Soviet frontier, 
we hear an cver-inereating claiiMur^iuBrltaln 
and in this country for a Britiât'nnvaiton of 
the continent to relieve tho preuure on the 
harassed Russian legions. Those voicing the 
appeal contend that now the British Invading 
forces would have a great numerical advantage 
over the Nazis, the bulk of whose forces are 
busy on the eatèrn front If the Germans are 
to repel such ah invasion attempt, they would 
have to divert a goodly part of their battle- 
weary forces from the Rutsian front This 
would lessen the intensity of the Nazi offen- 
sive and might permit the Red Army to start 
an offensive of its own. The creation of a 
western front would bolster, the morale of the 
Russians (If It needs any bolstering) and would 
malce for a closer friendship between the Brit- 
ish people and the Soviets. 

In theory, at least a large-scale invasion at- 
tempt Is fully Juitilied. Such an attempt, if 
successful, would probably win the war for the 
Allies In a short time. 

Unfortunately, however, the feasibility of a 
military campaign depends not upon Uic worth- 
iness of Its aints, but more upon tho adequacy 
of the available resources to carry It out There 
Is little doubt that a successful Invasion of the 
continent would achieve important and de- 
cisive results. But the real question is whcthci 
Britain has enough ships, tanks, guns and 
planes to embark upon such a colossal military 
venture. I don't think she has. And it is not 
surprising that she hasn't It took Nazi Ger- 
many six miserable years to build lU military 
machine which is capable of withstanding such 
staggering losses. It is too much to expect 
Britain to accomplish this in two years. 

In order that an Invasion attempt should be 
at all effective, It mutt be launched on a very 
largo scale. We still remember the disastrous 
results of the Norwegian and Balkan camp- 
aigns, where Britain fought merely "to fulfill 
her obligations." The British High Command 
later admitted that they saw no chance of sue 
cess at the outset Well, Britain can no longer 
afford to lose men and materiel Just to show 
that John Bull Is a good boy. 

Military experts have estimated that in 
order to launch an invasion, Britain must be 
ready to spare two million fully equipped 
troops. There are now four million men under 
arms In the British Isles. Only one million of 
these at the very most are first-class well- 
equipped soldiers. Tho rest are recruits. Home 
Guards or Regulars still without arms. Even 
these one million men could not be spared lor 
a real war-ending Invasion, for that would 
leave the British Isles practically defenceless, 

The Battle of the Atlantic Is far from won, 
although the picture Is now much brighter 
than It was a lew months ago. It requires 
about 200,000 tons of ships to transport a single 
division of troops. The British Merchant 
Marine supplying Britain Is now at the le-mll 
lion-ton minimum which Is necessary for an til 
out war effort— which means that supplying an 
Invading force would bo very risky. The loss 
of a freighter would mean not only the lots of 
a supply' ship for the invading forces but one 
ship less to keep England going. 

Louis Fischer, who Is now In England 
studying the war situation especially from the 
Russian angle (he was a correspondent in the 
Soviet Union for IB years), says In the current 
Issue of The Nation: "Britain cannot fight on 
the European continent now, and all advocacy 
of a second front there Is a waste of breath." 
During hit two monthi stay In England, Pitcher 
hat spoken to many prominent Britlth and 
Soviet officials and mutt therefore havo good 
grounds for making the above statement 

The best we can hope for during the com 
Iiig winter months is first of all that the Red 
Army will continue its magnificent retiatance 
against Hitler*! panter divltlohi. To, assure 
thli, Britain must send planes and mechanized 
equipment with crews. It may soon become 
necessary to send the British troops of occupa 
tlon In Iran to help the Red Army defend the 
Caucasus oil fields. This wOuld alto terve to 
remind Turkey that Britain Is still very miich 
In tho war. 

The lULF. now that It hat won air su- 
periority over the Luftwaffe, mutt Intensify lU 
raids over Germany and the occupied coun- 
tries, penetrating more deeply Into the interior 
than it hat done. 

Tho U.S. must ttart to send to thç Soviet 
Union and Britain much more than war mil' 
tlona and good-will meitages. The aid to tbeto 
embattled. nation! must literally flow In tor- 
rents If the war is to be brought to a success 
ful conclusion In anything like the near future,

. On Cynicitm 

(Freia itie Daily, December 7, IStO.) 

It wai Robert Louis Stevenson who said that 
there was no happier man than the cynic. 
From the aisumed elevation of his own fancied 
superiority he could look down upon the mastei 
of the mèdloere and pats Judgment Not for 
him were the minor disabilities and short- 
comings ol the plodder— by his own mental 
attitude he hod placed himself aloof and apart, 
and, encased within the armor, of cynidim, he 
could ditregard the wrath of Uvote upon whom 
his disparagement might fall. • 

There can be no gainsaying the undoubted 
advantages of the mental attitude which we 
call cynicism if we arc to consider as an ad- 
vantage a fancied and self-bestowed superiority 
over the common rtm of "humanity. Though he 
may not have one-tenth the staying power nor 
the resolution of one of these plodders, your 
cynic may discount that and more by a few 
barbed words which carry with them tho Im- 
plication of condescension and superiority. To 
some types of minds It is undoubtedly pleasant 
to be in a position to do this sort of thing— 
their little souls are ttirred with the thought 
that they, in' some indefinable way, are on a 
different plane from the ordinary grubbing 
mortal. Their views on things Is "de haut en 
bat"— they are spectators (and critical tpecta 
tors) who have all tho fun of the game with 
none of the exertion. 

Such types of abnormality undoubtedly exlit 
within McGlll today. Some perhaps have been 
taught to believe from their earliest days that 
they possessed a fine gift of sarcasm and they 
have since sedulously cultivated the requisite 
sneer when they say anything they deem par 
ticularly cutting. Or they may be hopeless dil- 
letantes whoso pathetic, attempts to lay hold 
on lomething that will yield them material 
gain reminds one forcibly of a butterfly trying 
to gather honey. In such cases sheer envy Is 
the motive that prompts them to disparage the 
accompUthment of'taika they have not suffi- 
cient application to perform. Others, again, 
may have a certain modicum of brains which 
they endeavor to use to their best advantage, 
until, realizing the fatal facility of the cynic's 
attitude, they decide to conserve their limited 
brain-power and subside heavily into the 
Scorner's Chair. 

Whatever be the reasons that Impel to 
many of our brightest fellow-students to de- 
vote themselves exclusively to criticism, the 
fact remains that they are doing themselves 
great wrong. They are missing, hopelessly 
misting, the best thingt in college life. They 
are grown old before their time and betides, 
they axe making themselves rldlculoui. There 
are few sights more diverting, or at the same 
time more pathetic, than that of a juvenile 
Diogenes. Etymologically, the word "cynic" 
connotes a dog, but we fell sure that It cannot 
be construed to mean a puppy. 

Tho remedy for this pathological and morbid 
condition of th^ mind It beautifully slmpl 
and will probably be followed by none ol those 
affected. It merely consists in trying to sink 
their over-enlarged Ego in some form of tolf- 
effaeing, generous labor for the common good, 
and in ttriving honetUy and palnitaklngly, to 
add their little mite to the turn total of Thingt 
Done. Until they can bring themselves to do 
this, our little band of tame cynics mutt re- 
main at abnormalitlct incapable of astimllation 
into the body-corporate of the UnlversI^ and, 
as such, a heavy llafollity upon the credit of 
McGIll. 



"The McGill students I met dur- 
ing my last summer season here at 
His Majesty's theatre impressed me 
OS being greater stage play lovers 
than any college undergraduates I 
know," Frank McCoy pointed out 
in a statement to the McGlll Dally 
yesterday. 

Mr. McCoy, who will open hit 
new series of fall productions in 
Montreal starting a week next 
Monday, believer that up to one 
quarter of his audiences lor The 
Male Animal, a play about college 
life which he presented several 
weeks ago, was comprised of Mc- 
Gill students. 

"I cornered one pretty co-ed," 
McCoy reports, "and asked her a 
few things about our show. She 
launched into such a critical anaiy' 
sis of the story production, and 
artistry that I couldn't help being 
amazed. The surprising thing Is 
that she knew what she was talk- 
ing about and that she wasn't ju^t 
putting on a long-hair exhibition 
for me." 

"As a matter of fact this comely 
lass suggested a number ol plays 
lor me to produce hero, and I'm go 
Ing to follow her suggestion on at 
least one: The Man Who Came To 
Dinner which starts a wcejc next 
Monday with a brilliant cast from 
New York," he declared. "She men- 
tioned Charley's Aunt too, and I 
am seriously considering It as a fol- 
low up to The Man Who Came To 
Dinner." 

Mr. McCoy pointed out that the 
undcrgrads he met generally were 
not "snobbish" about shows. They 
could and did make a fine case for 
"entertainment for entertainment's 
sake." 

"All they want it that it should 

be good entertainment," he pointed 
out "I was tickled to hear them 
say that they believed our shows 
fell into that category." 

Strangely enough, Mr. McCoy 
discovered that McGill students put 
up a greater light lor good comedy 
and drama than most ol their con- 
temporaries on campuses through 
out America. They support the pro 
fessional theatre, and ^tiiey.,;glve the 
community highly artistic 'drama 
shows ol their own. While other 
campuses do the same thing, It Is 
lets with the spirit ol bringing a 
contribution In this field to tho 
community and more of the desire 
of .getting to "play" in college 
shows. 

Mr. McCoy senses that much of 
the success of his theatre experi- 
ment of bringing bit shows to 
Montreal depends upon the sym- 
pathetic support of such groups as 
the McGlll University. He Is con- 
fident that his company warrants it.
